Denver, July 10.—After an all-night 
lession of the 
Democratic national 
convention, William Jennings Bryan 
of Neb raska, at 3 o'clock this morning 
was for the third time named as the 
standard-b earer of Ids party, in dele­ 
gate convention assemb led. 
Opposed 
to his name in the convention were 
the names of Governor John Johnson 
.of Minnesota and Judge George Grey 
of Delaware, b ut for all this opposi­ 
tion stood for in real strength when it 
came to the b alloting, the nomination 
might as w< 11 have b ,jen accomplished 
b y acclamation. 
Previous to the nom­ 
ination the convention had spent itself 
in a demonstration of more than an 
hour’s duration—upon the formal pre­ 
sentation of Mr. Bryan's name b y Mr. 
Dunn—thus 
twice 
within 
as 
many 
days b reaking all previous records in 
the way of convention demonstrations. 
As the hands of the b ig clock oppo­ 
site the speaker’s platform reached 
the hour of midnight, an assistant ser­ 
geant-at-arms climb ed on top of the 
railing and stopped them. 
It was evi­ 
dent that there was no desire to trans­ 
act the important b usiness b efore the 
convention on the “unlucky day” of 
Friday. 
It was not until after midnight that 
the party platform was presented, and 
its formal adoption b y the convention 
was greeted with ringing cheers.

Denver, July 10.—Before the conven 
tion was called 
to order Thursday 
evening the crowd had assumed pro­ 
portions that made it almost danger­ 
ous 
A ticket of admission was no 
requisite for admission, and inasmuch 
as everyb ody in Denver and all of the 
visitors were most anxious to witness 
a presidential nomination, it was b ut 
a short time b efore all seats were oc­ 
cupied. 
In addition, the aisles in the 
galleries qnd many of those on the 
main floor were jammed so tightly 
that the people who occupied them 
were held almost Immovab le. 
The 
windows in the hall were packed with 
spectators, who choked off all circula­ 
tion of air and made the atmosphere 
in the hall almost as foul as it was 
hot, and the heat was intense. 
When Chairman Clayton at 7:30 
called the convention to order it was 
stated that the committee on resolu­ 
tions was not yet ready to report and 
some time was occupied 
by Champ 
Clark and other popular speakers, who 
entertained the crowd. 
Then came 
the announcement that the resolutions 
committee would not b e ready to re­ 
port until midnight, and under a sus­ 
pension of rules nominations for the 
presidency were declared in order, it 
b eing agreed, however, that b alloting 
should not 
b egin until the platform 
fiad b een adopted. 
“The secretary will now proceed to 
call the roll of states for nomination 
for the office of President of the 
United 
States,” 
shouted 
Chairman 
Clayton. 
“Alab ama.” called the clerk. 
The chairman of that 
delegation 
arose and was recognized. 
“Knowing that Neb raska will make 
no mistake in nominating the right 
man,” he said, “ Alab ama yields to Ne­ 
b raska."

Forty-five minutes aft* r the name of 
Bryan had b een mentioned. Chairman 
* Clayton again tried to stay the tumult, 
b ut in vein. 
Another five minutes 
elapsed, and he tried one 1 more, b ut 
did not succeed even in driving the 
flag-wavers from his own desk. 
Mr. 
Clayton stood the invasion a few min­ 
utes longer, and then b odily dragged 
the men from his desk. 
With uplifted 
hand he stood trying to restore order, 
and there were increasing signs now 
that the outb urst had ab out run it3 
course. 
Half of the delegates, tired 
and hot, had resumed their seats. The 
more enthusiastic ones kept up the 
noise, however, the b and pouring out 
tune after tune to add to tin* din of 
cheering, whistling and 
b lowing of 
Fourth of July horns. 
After one hour 
and twelve minutes of this order was 
restored and the seconding speeches 
were made. 
The opportunity of the Johnson sup­ 
porters came when the* roll-call readi­ 
ed Connecticut and that state gave 
way to Minnesota. 
Winfield S. Ham­ 
mond of the latter state took the 
stand, amid a considerab le volume ot 
applause, to place in nomination Gov­ 
ernor John A. Johnson of Min icsota. 
That all the cheer was not all yet 
killed in the convention was made 
i manifest when Mr. Hammond conclud­ 
ed. 
The loyal sons of the North Star 
state responded with a cheer, and a 
numb er of delegates in Massachusetts 
and Oklahoma joined in. 
A lib eral 
amount of applause came down from 
the galleries, b ut the noise was b ut a 
whisper compared with the terrific 
roar of the Bryan demonstration. 
Twenty minutes later L. J. Handy 
mounted the platform and placed in 
nomination Judge George Gray of Del­ 
aware, whose name was greeted b y 
lib eral applause from the now well- 
nigh exhausted delegates. 
At this juncture the resolutions com­ 
mittee 
appeared 
and 
the 
work 'of 
adopting the platform superceded the 
nomination proceedings. 
Governor 
Haskell 
of 
Oklahoma, 
chairman of the committee on resolu­ 
tions, called forth loud cheers from 
the convention when he announced 
that there was no division among the 
memb ers of the committee and that he 
represented them all, in presenting 
the report. 
The call of the roll of states was 
then resumed, loosing again the flood­ 
gates of oratory as many speeches 
seconding the nomination of the can­ 
didates were made. 
Following these 
the b allot was ordered — momentous 
hour in a most eventful night.

W ashington. July 10.—The diplomat­ 
ic relations between America and Ven­ 
ezuela that have existed uninterrupted­ 
ly for more than half a century, though 
in recent years severely strained, have 
been completely severed. Senor Veloz- 
Ooitcoa, the Venezuelan charge d’af 
f ai res, called at the state department 
by appointment to present to Acting 
Secretary Bacon notice from his gov­ 
ernment th at he was to quit his post 
here, closing up the Venezuelan lega­ 
tion in Washington, and repair forth­ 
with to Venezuela. 
The charge executed his commission 
punctiliously. 
In a few minutes* talk 
he explained to the acting secretary 
that the action of the state department 
in 
withdrawing Jacob 
Sleeper, the [ 
American charge, from Caracas and in 
closing up its legation there, made it 
necessary for his government to tak* 
similar action in the case of its own 
legation in W ashington. Therefore he 
was leaving the capital at the earliest 
moment, and will proceed directly to 
New York, there to take passage for 
Venezuela. 
Tile minister jmade no de 
mand for his passports, nor could he 
do so consistently in view of the fact t 
that Foreign Minister Paul had de­ 
clined to issue such passports to the i 
American charge when he withdrew 
from Caracas, on the ground that there 
was no necessity for passports, the | 
country being in profound peace and 
his person not being threatened in any 
way. 
Senor Veloz did communicate 
with Mr. Bacon the fact that the flies 
and papers of the Venezuelan legation 
would be placed in the custody of 
Senor Jacobe Pi men tai, the Venezue­ 
lan consul general in New* York. This 
statem ent is regarded as an indication 
that the Venezuelan government will 
follow the precedent established by 
the United States in refraining from 
interfering with trade by closing the 
consulates, notwithstanding the breach 
in diplomatic relations.

ment has been made for the transac­ 
tion of any diplomatic business which 
Venezuela 
might find it 
absolutely 
necessary to transact, through ail} un­ 
foreset n contingt ncy.

Squash Bugs. 
The squash bug never lavs its eggs 
on the stem, unless by accident, but the 
under side of tin* leaves. 
The eggs an* 
of 
a 
dark chestnut color, globular in 
form, and ex ist in clusters. 
They m ay 
he found by turning up the leaves, when 
the *>ggs may be crushed. 
Another in­ 
sect deposits its eggs on the stem; this 
is the borer. 
The larva**, as soon as 
hatched, eat into the stem, and are then 
difficult to dislodge. 
One of the most 
effectual 
remedies 
against 
enemies 
of 
the squash is a solution 
of 
saltpeter, 
which is prepared by dissolving a te a­ 
spoonful in a quart of water and sprink­ 
ling it over tin* plant, though sawdust, 
saturated with turpentine, is also used 
on the ground around each plant with 
success.

will soon be time to take young 
pigs from the sows, and 
in 
weaning 
them much care will be necessary to

When about three weeks old 
the young pigs will begin to look around

easily called to tlu*ir feed. Corn should 
be constantly kept in this pen and the 
little pigs have free access to it at all 
times. 
Milk or swill should be fed to 
them, a little at

to give them all the fresh, clean swill 
they will drink up clean at each feed. 
Never feed little pigs anything sour, or 
so much swi 1 that it will stand in the 
trough and sour. 
Feed them this way 
until you see that the sow is dried up, 
then remove her and the pigs will be 
weaned. 


hills 3 feet 
apart m the row, about 
2200 hills to the acre are gained, but 
cannot be cultivated so long one way 
or with such good effect- but the irri­ 
gation facilities are better.

recommended. 
The 
smaller apparatus is suitable only for 
small amounts of work. 
For larger op ­ 
erations some of the barrel sprayers will 
be* found suitable, while for the great 
commercial 
orchards 
nothing short 
of 
power machines, capable of going rapid­ 
ly over the work, will be found econom­ 
ical 1. 
The material used in spraying will 
differ according to the enemy to be com ­ 
bated. 
l or insect enemies some form 
ot arsenic is used. 
Either paris green 
or 
iondon 
purple 
has 
generally 
been 
CUTp4oyed- for poisoning insects'; 
HAULS G R E E N OR LONDON P U R P L E .

Tomatoes. 
Now that the weather is more or less 
settled, tomato plants are being put out. 
is generally a profitable crop, espe- 
varieties. 
Ex ces- 
either barnyard 
manures of nitrogenous fertilizers should 
be avoided in preparing the field or gar­ 
den for the crop. 
Should the vines seem 
to lack vigor, a teaspoonful of nitrate of 
soda, sprinkled abotit each

doing 
much 
damage. 
The following 
remedy is recommended: Mix tw o tea­ 
spoonfuls 
of 
jsuis green 
w ith 
four 
quarts of air slaked lime, and sift even­ 
ly over the plants, or spray with arse­ 
nates at the rat« * of one pound in 100 
gallons 
of water. 
Air 
slaked 
lime 
alone will do if applied often.— Phila­ 
delphia Record.

advises that about iurty artificial pre­ 
cious stones were recently submitted to 
Dio Museum of Natural History at Ber­ 
lin by an association which claimed to 
have made these stones, based on the* 
process which recently created much at­ 
tention. 
Several official ex perts, among whom 
was the professor having knowledge of 
gems in tin* Museum of Natural H is­ 
tory, two practical 
ex perts, 
and 
the 
chief master of trie Gold and 
Silver­ 
smiths’ guild of Germany, were riMjuest- 
! ed to make a careful ex amination of the 
merits of the “ so-called’’ new discoveries. 
The report submitted by this committee 
of ex perts reads ns follows: 
“ Of the varietv of stones we ex amined 
We were flaworably impressed only by the 
artificial rubies. 
Among these were some 
of great beauty and worthy of consider­ 
ation. 
The white sapphires were of n<> 
account at all; they appeared dull and 
washed out. 
W ell imitated were the yel­ 
low* precious stones; they really resem­ 
bled the topaz very closely: but this in­ 
vention carries with it only very little* 
value, since the real topaz G found in.* 
such large quantities that they sell ati 
from 2 to 3 marks (17.ff to 71.4 cents) a 
gram. 
Therefore it would seem of little 
importance 
to 
imitate 
such 
common 
stones. 
O f all ti e stones we ex amined, 
we can only call the artificial rubies a 
direct success; but the imitation of this 
latter species of precious stones is no 
new invention. We. th erefo re, declare 
that there is nothing new or sensational 
in the claimed invention.” —Daily f ’oonsu- 
lar Reports.

Ever since Otto von K oU euut, nearly 
a century ago, brought back from Alas­ 
ka a few pieces of skulls aud boues of 
strange extinct beasts, men of science 
have looked upon that region as a pos­ 
sible source of information concerning 
the early ancestors of our northern Amer­ 
ican animals. Much has beeu written 
about it. 
Little systematic was done, 
however, until 1004, when tm SwRUsou- 
ian institution sent out its tirst exped'- 
tiou under A. G. Maddren. 
I bis trill 
was so iru.iful that the institution last 
season dispatched a second expedition, 'ii 
charge of (J. W. Gilmore, which, while 
following a certain 
itinerary, wa? 
to 
search tor the remains of large extinct 
verterbnte animals iud t* investigate I in­ 
ca uses leading to tneir extinction. 
Where the Party 
Traveled. 


The party was g me in ab about font 
months, during wtiicu tinnily the entire 
length of the Yukon liver was covered 
aud several of its lTioulu- es partly ex­ 
plored. 
Close upon 
i4<)U miles of the 
distance was traveled by canoe. 
Goring 
the whole time search was made along 
the cliffs aud in the river burs as being 
the places most likely to show .elk s of 
early beasts. 
The course was laid through Skagway 
on the upper part of the river by train 
to W hite Horse, theu by steamer through 
D aw son to Rampart, whence came some 
ancient bison skulls now in the United

factu ring or trading corporation en­ 
gaged in in terstate com m erce, to take 
ou t a federal license b efore it shall b e 
perm itted to control as m u ch as 25 
per cent of the produ ct iti 
deals, the license to protect 
lie from w atered stock and t< 
the control 
b y su ch corpo 
m ore than 50 per cent of 
am ou n t of any produ ct con: 
the U nited States, and, thir 
com pelling su ch licensed corporations 
to sell to all pu rchasers in all parts of 
the cou ntry on the sa m e terms, after 
m aking- fltte—allow ance— foe—m st o f 
transportation. 


Pu b licity of Ca mpa ign Contributions . 
— W e dem and federal legislation for­ 
ever 
term inatin g 
the 
partnership 
which lias ex isted b etw een corpora­ 
tions of the cou ntry and the Repu b li­ 
can party u nder the ex pressed or im­ 
plied agreem ent that in retu rn for the 
contrib u tion of great su m s of money 
w herew ith to pu rchase elections, they 
shou ld b e allowed to continu e su b stan ­ 
tially u nm olested in their efforts to en­ 
croach u pon the rights of the people. 
And reasonab le dou b t as to the ex ist­
